Seat belt pre-tensioners function by immediately taking up seat belt slack, 
for faster restraint in the event of a frontal collision exceeding a certain impact 
level. Load limiters keep the force applied to the occupant by the seat belt 
from reaching an excessive level. 
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The rear center position also comes 
with a headrest (std. 30GV) and 
3-point seat belt (opt.).

Dual front airbag SRS* (Supplemental Restraint Systems) provide an extra mar- 
gin of protection for the driver and front passenger. Used in conjunction with the 
3-point seat belts, they help reduce the risk of injury in certain types of frontal 
impact. 
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Side airbag SRS** (opt. 30GV) complement the seat belts to help reduce impact 
force to the head and chest region in the event of impact to the side. Either the 
side airbag SRS for the driver or for the front passenger will deploy, depending on 


which side of the vehicle is struck. 


* Driver and passenger front airbag supplemental restraint systems (SRS) deploy in situations such as a head-on impact with 
a thick concrete wall at an impact speed of more than approximately 25 km/h. They do not deploy in side impacts, when the 
vehicle is struck from the rear, rolls over or overturns, or in an impact after the airbag SRS has deployed once. 


** Side airbag SRS for the driver and front passenger deploy in situations such as being struck straight-on by a pas- 
senger car in the side near the front seat at an impact speed of more than approximately 25 km/h. They do not deploy 
in an impact after the side airbag SRS has deployed once.

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Designed with the aid of supercomputers, the impact-absorbing body is divided 
into two separate zones: a crushable zone designed to absorb collision impact, and 
a safety restraint zone that acts as a protective shell around the vehicle occupants.

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Active head restraints (opt. 30GV) move 
forward and upward to support the head in 
the event of impact from the rear. This helps 
to reduce impact force to the neck. 
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Power windows with anti-squeeze func- 
tion employ sensors to detect the presence 
of any obstruction in the path of the closing 
window and automatically return it to the 
down position. 
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Triple Safety brings peace of mind. 


At Nissan we place emphasis on providing a high level of safety 
that allows passengers peace of mind. This is reflected in our 
"Triple Safety" initiative. First there is "information safety" to fore- 
warn the driver. Next there is "control safety" to assist driving 
behavior to avoid accidents. And third, “impact safety,” which acts 
to help reduce injury in accidents. While enhancing the basic per- 
formance of the vehicle, we have incorporated a host of design fea- 
tures based on these three approaches to safety. As a result, you can 
enjoy driving Nissan vehicles with complete confidence and comfort. 


About 90% of the information that a driver depends on is visual informa- 
tion. Supplying this information is the aim of “information safety,” which 
helps the driver anticipate potentially hazardous situations and make 
accurate decisions to avert them. 
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Fog lamps (30GV) improve visibility 
under foggy or rainy conditions. 


A high-mounted stop lamp clearly 
indicates to following drivers when the 
brakes are being applied. 


Once danger is recognized, "control safety" provides the driver with the 
means to avoid it by controlling the vehicle with precision. 
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CSR halogen 
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Powerful Xenon headlamps (opt. 30GV) with manual levelizer boast twice the 

intensity of conventional halogen headlamps. White-light illumination is similar to 

that of natural light, for superior nighttime visibility. 

CSR (Complex Surface Reflector) halogen headlamps generate 50% 

greater intensity than conventional halogen headlamps. 
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Anti-lock Braking System (ABS) (opt.) adjusts brake fluid pres- 
sure on each wheel electronically, preventing 
wheel lock and contributing to safer braking. 
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Power-assisted 4-wheel disc 
brakes at front (ventilated) and rear. 
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Note: ABS is designed only as an aid to braking efficiency. As with non-ABS sys- 
tems, the driver must decelerate properly before entering a turn.
